Gleichen district has had quite a 
number of storms this season but the 
worst was experienced Monday aft- 
ernoon, About 3 o'clock a black 
cloud was observed coming from the 
direction of Carsecland. It passed 
along the railway line from Carseland 
stricking the Men: farms, on tc 
the Blackfoot Reserve eastward, and 
came within two miles south of Glei- 
chen, practically cleaning out 2500 
acres of Indian grain. It then struck 
further south, broke off 28 telephone 
polas, and near Shouldice cleaned out 
Sam Moss and damaged other farm- 
ers in the vicinity. Continuing east 
partially damaged the Greater Pro- 
duction fanms to the extend of about 
10,000 acres, and reached as far north 
as Cluny while reports fram Bas- 
sano state considerable damage was 
done in thas vicinity At Gleichen the 
roar of the hail, two miles distant 
could be heard quite distinctly before 
the stoim struck here, only a little 
hail striking here with no damage, 
but the rain was very heavy.

When the storm struck him about 
three miles south of Gleichen, he 
turned his big new Studebaker back 
to it and remained until it passed. 
He said the hail was easily as large 
as a hen’s egg and when they hit tie 
ground bounced up as high as the 
top of his car.

Social Structure More Steady ‘Than 
in States, Says Rev. Richards 
Social structure in Canada is stab- 
ilized more than in the United States, 
owing to the British influence, 
cording to Rev. Leyton Richards, of 


Birmingham, England, who visited in} 


Calgary.

Mr. Richards said, basing his opinion 
upon preaching experience in the 
United States and Australia. 

He thought this condition of stabi- 
lization in Canada was dye to hay-

The 
vast historical ties that the United 
States severed in 1776 still bind Can- 
ada to the Old Land, he said.

At the risk of being somewhat tiresome, the writer of this column feels 
{iipelled to once again direct attention to the subject appearing as the title to 
this article. Justification for such action, if, indeed, any justification is 
needed, is to be found in certain well established facts 


In the three prairie provinces last year the number of motor cars regis- | 


tered exceeded half a million. 

In all three provinces, Governments and municipalities ure straining their 
resources in the construction and improvement of good market roads and pro- 
vincial highways, and every mile so constructed or improved results in an in- 
crease in motor vehicular traffic and an increase in the speed at which most 
of the cars will travel 

In the improvement of highways, advances are being constantly made in 
the direction of making them as nearly as possible ‘safe’ through increaves 
in width, reduction in grades and curves, guard rails at curves and danger 
spots, and a standardized system of marking the highways, indicating routes, 
turns, curves, railway crossings, danger spots, etc. 

On the other hand, year by year, manufacturers of cars are increasing 
the power and speed of cars, and with gradual price reductions their use is 
hecoming almost universal, It is true, of course, that four-wheel brakes, and 
other safety devices, are being added, and manufacturers are interested and 
active in making their cars as nearly “fool proof” 4s they can be made, 

The fact to emphasize, and which it is important should be drilled into 
the minds of every motorist, is that no matter what Governments andmnuni- 
cipalities may do in the matter of road construction, and no matter how 
strongly and carefully motor cars may be built and cquipped from the pre- 
vention of accident standpoint, the human element remains. Neither roads 
nor cars can be mide “fool proof,” and the unfortunate fact is that the reck- 
less driver is just as great a danger to others as he is to himself. If the 
highways of the country are to be made safe, it is evident that there must 
be a decided change in the attitude and conduct of many thousands of moter 
car drivers, and the public generally. 

In an address before the annual convention of the Union of Saskatche- 
wan Municipalities, Hon. 8. J. Latta, announcing the early inauguration of a 
“Safety First’’ campaign throughout the Proovince, stated that he had re- 
cently read in a newspaper that someone was either killed or seriousiy in- 
jured every forty seconds in an automobile accident in the United States, und 
that during 1927 approximately 26,618 persons were killed and 793,700 in- 
jured in such accidents. He further referred to the fact that at a conference 
held in the Parliament Buildings of Ontario it was revealed that 1927 auto- 
mobile accidents cost 422 lives in Ontario, an incrense of 124 over 1926, while 
4,976 others w®re injured. It was further reported that fatalities were in the 
proportion of eight to each one thousand car licenses. 

These are appalling figures and certainly indicate the need of somehow 
controlling this great modern convenience. What was the cause of these ac- 
cidents? Were they preventable? The results of investigations in the United 
States show that 11,765 highway accident fatalities in 1927 were caused prin- 
cipally by motorists, of which 8,765 were caused by inattention, 2,706 as the 
result of speeding, 2,853 through traffic violation, 1,059 from intoxication, and 

1,882 from miscellaneous causes. 

About an equal number of fatalities, 11,367 to be exact, were caused prin- 
cipally by pedestrians, of which number 3,638 occurred through children play- 
ing in the street or crossing in violation of traffic regulations, 3,069 from 
adult jay-walking, 1,819 through inattention, 1,591 as a result of confusion, 
end 1,250 from other causes. 

As compared with these more than 23,000 fatalities caused by the human 


element, there were only 1,290 resulting from fog, snow or rain, 662 from 
some defect in the vehicle, 558 from skidding, 383 from road defects, 244 from 
strong lights, 244 from poor street lighting, and 105 from confusion in dim- 
In other words, physical conditions were responsible for 3,486 
fatalities as contrasted with over 23,000 for which people themselves were

In 
the flourishing Christian church at 
Antioch there were numerous pro- 
phets and teachers, men of special in- 
spiration, Among these was the ener- 
getic and lovable Barnabas of Cy- 
prus, Others included Symeon 
Black--doubtless an African; Lucius 
of Cyrene (the province in North 
Africa lying next to Egypt), who 
perhaps was one of the Cyrenian 
evangelists who had established this 
church at Antioch (Acts 11.20); 
Manaecn-—another form of the He- 
brew Menahern (2 Kings 15.14) -- 
who was the “foster-brother" of Her 
od the Tetrarch (Herod Antipas, son 
of Herod the Great), and was seem- 
ingly « person of some social import- 
ance, and, finally, Paul of Tarsus. 
Apparently the historian meant 
Paul's place, at the end of the list, to 
be emphatic, just as was Barnabas. 
at the beginning of the roll, These 
five leaders ot the Antiochan church 
were evidently Grecian Jews. 

“We know nothing of Symeon and 
Lucius and Manaen, and yet it is good 
to have their names, for they remind 
us of the host of faithful witnesses 
of the truth who stood back of the 
Christian movement, and encouraged 
its leaders to carry on, George Eliot, 
in one of her fine tales, speaks of ‘the 
fuithful who are not famous.’ What 
should we do without themn? All great 
causes demand great leaders, With- 
out Paul and Peter and Barnabas the 
early Church would have been as an 
undisciplined army without officers, 
or as a rope of sand; but Niger and 
Lucius and Manaen were needed as 
surely as Barnabas and Paul."'-—-The 
New Outlook.
